The class 
s carefully arranged under divisions and 
mil-divisions, which are devoted to a con- 
sideration of domestic woik, store work, 
work in factories, professional work and 
miscellaneous occupations ; and the statis- 
tic; are supplemented with narrative and 
testimony bearing on the subject.

geneial imprdssion produced by a persual 
oi Ihe report, It must be confessed, is not 
pleasant, for the privations and sufferings of 
Ihe workingwomen obtrude prominently on 


rery -page. The arguments and sueges- 


tions by the Bureau in this regard are nei- 
ther sufficient nor always logical and perti- 
nent, but they combine with the facts and 
figures of the tables to demonstrate the nec- 
essity of an improvement in various branches 
of the labor system.

. D»ls,'.aud..bwl«y are ilirwiicd ou tbe fltlii, 


pu! into bigi, and left either on the field or 
along tfye.iasKoad, for weeks often, in tbe 
open air, and until tbn crop is soldj and 
Hhipped. The grain does cot sweat, qor is 
it liable to injury, from .tills .exposure. Ha; 
too is baled or stacked on the field, ancj left 
^Uere UDlilit is wanted. 
Potatoes are often 


left'in thii ground long after they are fit for 
dlfgti'g. 
Thus it is evident tbo farmer has, 


la the long, dry California summer, au im- 
mense .advantage over his Eastern competi- 
tor, iln needs fewer bands, be is not hur- 
ried, and he requires no costly granaries or 
barm to contain the products of lilt fields. 


Nor docs lie need to put away much food 


for cattle. 
A quarter of an acre of beets, 


replanted as they are used, will support a 
cow during the whole year. 
Work-horjea 


receive barley and bay, but sheep are never 
fed ; market cattle fatten in the pastures, 
and horses not at work get no food ixccpt 
what they pick up in the Helda, in winter 
at well as summer. 
The alfalfa, or Chilian 


clover, which ii now beginning to be largely 
sown, does'well to feed to pigs, to cows, 
and even to plow-horses, and bears enor- 
mous crops. 
On low ground, or where it 


can be irrigated, as much as twenty tons 
bare been taken from au acre ; it is not 
cut from December to April, but yields from 
six to eight cuttings in the year. Cattle and 
horses are more easily kept in good co ndi- 
tlon in California than elsewhere in the 
United Statcs,aad the farmer needs no such 
subflantia! stables as in the Easterc Stales. 


Fruit 'trees bear much earlier tban in tbe 


East. .The peach bears a peck in th« second 
yew from planting the pit; the apple gives 
a crop at five years, gn<! begins to bear at 
three ; the curculio is unknown; and such 
perishable fruits as plums and cherries keep 
tar longer than with us. 1 have eaten cher- 
ries .and strawberries in Colorado which 
had.been brought from Sacramento—a four 


' days' Journey—and they wero in perfect 


order. 
The growth of Iruit and other trees 


is extraordinary. 
The eaoalyptui, a fine 


Australian evergreen shade tree, has made 
twenty feet in a year (I lave seen one, 
eight years from a small culling, which was 
serenty-uvo feet bigh and tw» and u half 
feet in diameter at Ihc base) ; the apricot 
becomes almost a forest tree . in size ; and 
in the southern parts of the State it is the 
custom to make fences of sticks of willow, 
sycamore, or cotton-wood, cut to the length 
of eight feet, and stuck into tbe ground in 
December. 
These strike root at once, and 


grow so rapidly that in the second year the 
farmer cuts his fire-wood from these Hying 
fences. 
' 


Moreover, the variety of fruits cultivated 


in the farmer's orchard,especially in South- 
ern C Jifornia.is much grca'er than with us. 
I have seen, commonly, in orchards, the 
apple, pear, peach, cherry, quince, plum ; 
nectarine, pomegranate— a tuost lovely tree 
or tall shrub when in bloom ; the flg, which 
bears two crops a year; the cracgc.'.cinon, 
almond, olive, English walnut,aud apricot; 
and you may eat strawberries, wherever 
care is .bestowed upon tbern,in every month 
of the year. Fruit trees are all free from 
disease, though the pear-slug begins to be 
troublesome in some places; and the finest 
varieties of fi'jHt known in the East grow 
freely here.
